SUBJECT : Meeting with Mr. Ralph Kaul 
Proposed Motel for McLean 


1. This memorandum is for information only. 


2. In a letter dated 28 September 1967 Mr. Ralph Kaul advised that 
he was considering building a 120 unit motel in McLean and queried whether 
Agency personnel would have use of motel accommodations. 


3. Mr. Alan Warfield personally called on Mr. Kaul who expressed 
appreciation of this response to his inquiry. Mr. Kaul was informed that 
we do have employees temporarily in this area who might well make use 
of the proposed facilities and that we would make known the existence of 
these facilities to transit personnel. He was advised, however, we could 
make no commitment of patronage of his proposed facility nor could we 
furnish him any estimates or numbers. Mr. Kaul readily understood our 
position and was most appreciative of Agency response and interest. 
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
